HSS 145,04 Repor{s of communicable diseases. (1) RESPONSIBILITY FOR
REPORTING. {a) Any person licensed under ch, 441 or 448, Stats., know-
ing of or in attendance on a case or suspected case shall notify the local
health officer in the manner preseribed in this seetion, L

(b) Each laboratory shall report the identification or suspected identi-
fication of a disease-causing organism or laboratory findings indicating
. the presence of a communicable disease to the local health officer.

{c} Each health care facility shall ensure that reports are made to the
local health officer in the manner specified in sub, (3). When a case is
identified or suspected in a health eare facility having an organized pro-
gram of infection control, the person in charge of the infection control
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program shall ensure that the case or suspected case is reported to the
local health officer, minimizing unnecessary duplication.

(d) Any teacher, principal or nurse serving a school or day care center
knowing of a case or suspected case in the school or center shall notify the
local health officer in the manner preseribed in this section,

(e) Any person who knows or suspects that a person has a communica-
ble disease shall report the facts to the local health officer,

(2) CONTENT OF REPORT. (a) Each report under sub. (1) (a) to (d) of a
case or suspected case of a communicable disease to the local health of-
ficer shall include the name and address of the person reporting and of the
attending physician, if any, the diagnosed or suspected disease, the name
of the ill or affected individual, that individual’s address and telephone
number, age or date of birth, race and ethnicity, sex, county of residence,
date of onset of the dlsease, name of parent or guard!an if a minor, and
other facts the department or local health officer requires for the pur-
poses of surveillance, control and prevention of communicable disease.

(b} Reports may be written or verbal. Written reports shall be on the
individual case report form provided by the department and distributed
by the local health officer or on a form containing the information re-
guired under par. (a). Reports shall be submitted to the local health of-

cer,

(e} Reports by laboratories of the identification or suspected identifi-
cation of a disease-causing organism or laboratory findings indicating the
presence of a communicable disease shall he made to the local health of-
ficer. The report shall include the name of the individual affected or ill,
the individual’s address, telephone number, county of residence, age or
date of birth, the name of the attending physician and the identity or
suspected identity of the organism or laboratory findings,

(d) All information provided under this subsection shall remain confi-
dential except as may be needed for the purposes of investigation, control
and prevention of communicable diseases.

{(3) URGENCY OF REPORTS. {a) A person, laboratory or health care facil-
ity required to report under sub. (1) shall report communicable diseases
classifted 'as being of urgent public health importance in Appendix A by
telephone to the local health officer immediately upon identification of a
case or suspected case. If the local health officer is unavailable, reports
shall be made immediately to the state epidemiologist,

{b) A person, laboratory or health care facility required to report
under sub. (1) shall report communicable diseases of less urgent public
health importance as listed in Appendix-A to the the local health officer
by individual case report form or by telephone within 72 hours of the
identification of a case or suspected case.

(¢) A person, laboratory or health care facility requxred to report under
sub. (1) shall report the total number of ¢ases or suspected cases of the
other communicable diseases llsted in Append ix A to the local health of-
ficer on a weekly basis,

HSS 145.08 Definitions. In this subchapter:

(1) *Commitment” means the process by which a court of record or-
ders the confinement of a person with infectious tuberculosls toa p]ace
providing care and isolation,

(2) “Contact” means any individual sharing a closed air environment
with an infectious patient for an adeguate period of time to allow the
probablhty of infection to occur.,

(3) "“Infectious tuberculosis” means tuberculosis disease of the respira-
tory tract capable of producing infection or disease in others, as demon-
strated by the presence of acid-fast bacillt in the sputum or bronchial
secretions, or by roentgenographic and clinical findings.

(4} “Isolation” means the separation of persons with infectious tuber-
culosis from other persons, in a place.and under conditions that will pre-
vent transmission of the infection.

{5) “Noninfectious” means the inability to produce infection or dis-
ease in others as demonstrated by asymptomatic status and either ade-
quate chemotherapy having been initiated or absence of acid-fast bacilli
in the sputum or bronchial secretions.

(6) “Public health dispensary” means a facility that meets the criteria
of 5. 149,06, Stats.

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HSS 145.09 Restriction of paiients and contacts, (1) All individuals with
infectious tuberculosis or suspected of having infectious tuberculosis,
and their contacts, shall exercise all reasonable precautions to prevent
the infection of others with whom they may come in contact, in accord
with the methods of control for tuberculosis contained in Control of Com-
municable Diseases in Man, 13th edition (1981), edited by Abram 8.

(3) If an individual with infectious tuberculosis terminates treatment
against medical advice, is noncompliant with the treatment plan, or
leaves a hospital against the advice of a physician, the individual shall be
reported to the local health officer and the department and may be iso-
lated or committed as provided in sub. (4), if the local health officer or
the department decides that isolation is necessary in order to protect
others from becoming infected.

(4} Any individual with infectious tuberculosts, diagnosed by a physi-
cian, may be isolated or ecommitted for care by the local health officer or
by the department,

(6) If the administrative officer, where the person is isolated or com-
mitted, has good cause to believe that the person may leave without a
court order, the officer may use any legal means to restrain the person
from leavi(rlmg. The administrative officer may segregate any person who is
committed,

.(6) The local health officer or delegated individual shall visit all indi-
viduals isolated or committed for tuberculosis at least once every 7 days
to ascertain that the isolation or commitment is being maintained.
